An expert from the State Board of 
Health will arrive here today to take 
part In the work and will be actively 
connected with it from the very be- 
ginning:. 

The I'nited States Public Health 
Service stands ready to make plans 
for the sanitary survey as soon as the 
money is raised and It is exiiected 
tliat if the money is raised the work 
will begin about the first of the 
month. 

A number of contributions have al- 
ready been made to the fund, several 
hundred doltar ones being in the lot. 
Those who have given flOO are Mr. S.

• WANTS ALL THE POWUt 

The President s atUlross to Congress leuves no doubt us to what 
he wants. Ho wantti all the power and all the resourcea of the nation 
placed in his hands, with Congresti diuperaed while he tempts fate 
with the issues of peace or war. We may freely admit that Mr. W'il 
son is tii-inly ilevoted to I lie eause of peace, that nothing which he 
would do knowingly would involve us in hosilitiesj and it may be, 
that nothing which he would do unwillingly ownld produce such an 
outcome. 

But even so, it would be a dangerous precedent to establish. The 
war-making powers of the Gonatitution are vented solely in Gongreaa. 
They and not the Prcsideiit arc ilii' representatives of the peoi>le, 
/from whom they take a freiiuent nuiudiile. If they make a vital 
' error now they may be dealt wit1i in November of next year. If the 
President makes a Wtal error now he may not be dealt with until 
November, 1920. 

Even if the Resident possessed all the wisdom of the country— 
which he will not clnini. even if be ciubodicd all the virtue of the 
natioQ — which he will not claim, even if his Cabinet were a 'Minis- 
try of the talents' — which they are not, it would be most unwise 
to place in his bands the power which he desires. 

The American President, imdcr tlie ("onstitution, ahvadv pos- 
'sesses more authority than any other chief of state. Euroi)ean mon- 
aroha are guided by their Ministries, who, in turn, ar« responsible to 
parliaments, Avhicb are sjieedily responsive to llie popular will. Tin 
sole check on an American President is the counsels of Congress; and 
there is no feasible and peaceful method of diminishinf? his tcnre. To 
add to his powers as Mr. Wilson asks niisjht or inif,'hl not result in 
war. It might produce a war which the people's representatives 
could not sanction in tnorals but which in practice they would lum 
to sustain. It mipht produce a i)ea<!e which they likewise eciuld noi 
approve in patriotism, tliougli tiu>y might be compelled to submit t'l 
it. And it surely would create a situation wherein there would b« 
lOre of future danger to American institutions than could he found 
the most bloody and costly of wars or in the most supine sort 
[f peace. 

Judging the future of the United States in the long perspeetivi 
centuries and not by the mere jdiases of a passin<; condition, it 
vould be far belter lo wajie war, to ex|)enil life, and to .s«|uan<ler 
ttreasure t ban to admit that the people, through their representatives 
were so doulilliil of lln ii own JinlL'inent and their own sentiment that 
they preferred to surrender to oiu' man and to one mind the greatest 
issue which can confront a nation.

of thai paiirr .March L'lul, 1S«7, after 
following IMC abuijl llir touiilry, llnul- 
ly readied nie at ihU delightful place 
by the lea, where I am ipendlng the 
winter with my family. Your letter 
In addition to the above request con- 
tains the, to mc, almost Ktarllinn in- 
formation that 1 am the only survivor 
of tlic original KubBcribcrs to that 
staunch little publication, that began 
What was then thought a precarious 
existence, bdt which has, through Its 
consistent course and progressive 
spirit, commanded the respect and 
support of the conimuuity for flfty 
years. 

It doesn't seem to me bo long ago, 
and yet when I turn over the pages 
ot memory and recall the faces of the 
tSmiliar ones of my own ase, and of 
the splendid men and women (our 
mothers and fathers of the preced- 
ing generation, that made the life of 
the dear old city at that time, I real- 
ise, Alas) how few there are remain- 
ing to answer to Memory's roll call. 
George Ado says, "A mau Is old on 
the day wlion he begins doddering of 
the past, instead of planning for the 
future." Well, in complying with 
y^nr request, I hope this one time 
won't count, though I must confess 
there have been times during the 
years since I called Maysville, home, 
when in fancy's dream 1 have visited 
the charming little city under the hill, 
wandered up one street and down an- 
other, Visited with the friends of the 
bygone, and inhaled the sweetness and 
fragrance of their presence; lived 
again the care-free and happy days 
of boyhood, followed with ('X(Mteinont 
and boyish ambition, the great fire en- 
gines, "Niagara," and "'Neptune," and 
"Little Red," when, in response lo the 
Are alarm, they dashed wildly through 
the streots; looked with longing eyes 
for the coming of the gala days, made 
glorious by the parade of tlu^ firemen 
drawing their gaily dressed engines; 
the great holMays, July 4tn, and 
Christmas, the former oelebtatad by 
the firing ot cannon, and plenios, and 
t)ie laiter with illuminations. Are- 
crackers and tire- works; the happier 
days of till' more nKHnre years, the en- 
thusiasms and ambitions of young 
manhood, its activities, its church and 
social life, its— but, rudely awaken- 
ed from the reverie, have, with a sigh, 
turned to the realities of the latter 
day. 

iMaysvllle, at the time "The Republi- 
can" made its appearance, had not 
become fully adjusted to tho now con- 



dllidUH resuitlnK from the Civil War; 
it hud sent Its sous Into both the 
' Nortlioru and Southern Armies, and 
their families, with but tow e«ep< 
tlons, loyally supported the oause (or 
which their sons fought; quite natur- 
ally, friendships were broken, strong 
jjartisaii IVelinKs prevailed, and for a 
long lime conditions existed that 
could be relieved only by the soften- 
ing Influence ot time. Beoause ot my 
youth and the violent opposition ot 

my parents, I did not enlist in the 
.\rmy, bul spent the year 18G4 in a 
civilian iiosillou with tlie Army of 
West Virginia, and was present at a 
number ot the battles fought in that 
State. At the close of the War, I 
learned that many of MaysvIIle's boys 
ill the Southern Army, had taken part 
in eiinnRenicnts where my duty had 
taken mo, and one of tliose was a 
most Intimate boyhood friend. It 
gives me pleasure to say our trlend- 
ship was immediately resumed, and 
fiirthnr, that so far as I could ob- 
serve, those on the opposite sides who 
had been friends before the war, were 
more readily reconciled to tlie new 
conditions than those who iiad prev- 
iously been friends, but who had taken 
no part in the activities ot either side. 
To a targe pxtent, the social life of 
the City had been practically destroy- 
ed, and during this period it was neith- 
er so gracious or generous as it had 
been In the past years. 

Two newspapers, the "IWAYSVILLB 
BAQLB," issued as a weekly and as 
a trt-weekly, democratic, but to some 
extent independent, and the ".MAYS- 
VILLE Bl'LLETlN." strictly demo- 
cratic, together with tho Cincinnati 
dallies, the "GAZETTE," the "COM- 
MERCIAL" and the "ENQUIRER", 
supplied the reading public of Mays- 
ville with the news of the day, and 
well do 1 remember "Uncle Dlllie 
Herb," the agent for the Cincinnati 
papers, and the evenings that were 
spent often until midnight, especially 
during extoting political campaigns 
and other occasions ot deep interest, 
waitlji:; for Uncle Blllle to open hia 
packages after the arrival of the boat, 
that we might secure and scan the 
papers before going to bed. 

In 1860, either six or seven votes 
were cast In Maysville and Mason 
eoimty for Abraham Lincoln; tlie first 
llepuliliean voles ever cast in the city 
and county. The offenders being as 
nearly as I remember, my father, 
Samuel Lyon Blaine, who having at- 
tended some of the debates between 
Lincoln and Douglas, had become 
impressed with the greatness of the 
ninii; John T. Dye, Charles B. Phlster, 
William K. Sodden, and Morris Hutch- 
ins, Sr. I believe I am correct as to 
these; of the others I have no record. 
Ill no other place In the country, ex- 
ceiit perhaps in tho oxfrcmo Southern 
States, did excitement rim so high 
during the Presidential Campaign of 
1860, as in the border states. The City 
of Maysville was no exception; men 
stood aghast when it became known 
they had those among them who 
avowed their Intention to vote for 
Abrnhani Lincoln; friends counseled 
and pleaded, tho fair name of the city 
was ai staki\ all kinds of arguments.

and almost tlireats were used to turn 
them from their evil purpose, but all 
to no avaU. They wore determined 
and they dared to do. All honor to 
thsm, they stood inan to man through 
thi; nercest of the conflict, despite 
taunts and Jeers, regardless of op- 
position and critclsni, and in the face' 
of threatened ostracism In tho com- 
muillty where they lived, they had the 
flmmess ot ehtreoter aa free men to 
demand the privilege of exercising 
their franchise In aeeordance with 
their own righteous judgment, and 
liesitated not to openly cast their bal- 
lot for the man of their choice. The 
day had snreely eloeed, when these 
gentlemen Were honored by some of 
their fellow townsmen by whom (hey 
were burned in cfTlgy; stuffed n^ures 
to represent eacii of tliem were pre- 
pared; a line from which the (Igurea 
were suspended was stretched from 
the pillars ot the County Court House 
to the Methodist Episcopal Church 
on the opposite side of the strei^t. 

("omhiistibles were assemtileii lieiiealh 
the llgures, and when all was in read- 
iness the torch was applied, the fire 
bells of the city rang out their alarm, 
and men and women were roused 
from their sleep to witness the dis- 
grace that had befallen their little 
city. Tlie town boys were always in- 
stantly ready for a fire, and upon that 
occasion on being roused by the Ore 
bells, I hastily dressed and started for 
the door but was summarily stopped 
by my mother who sent me hack to 
my bed, and I remained ifiiiorant of 
what liad occurred until the inorniim' 
I'hc incident was one that, boy as I 
was, burned Republicanism into my 
soul, and from the time that I became 
a voter to this day, my loyalty to tho 
Republican Party hos never been 
questioned. These men wore the fath- 
ers of the Ucpublican Parly in .Mays- 
ville and Mason county. It had made 
a small beginning, but it hod made u 
good beginning, and as the years 
PBBsed It grew, and continued to grow 
in power and strength until it ma- 
terialized Into respectable propor- 
tions that demanded recognition In 
public affairs. As previously suted, 
the only newspapers ot the city were 
democratic, and so it came about early 
In the year of 1867, that Taptaln 
Thomas .\. Davis, true ItepnhUcan 
that he was, with fore-sight and good 
judgment, set about establishing In 
Maysville a Republican paper, and 
through his indomitable zeal. th<' 
"MAYSVILLE REPUBLICAN" made 
Its bow to the public. Under what cir- 
eiinistances his work was aceoniplish- 
cd, 1 do not know; perhaps I was too 
much of a kid (as we would say in 
these days) to be taken into the coun- 
sel of the gray beards. At any rate. 
I knew nothing of tho i-stalilishing of 
the new paper until 1 was asked to 
become a subscriber. From th(> start 
It was a tremendous factor in the jio- 
lltlcal history of the day; its consis- 
tent support of Republican principles 
strengthened the party and gave It 
confldenee, tlirnugliont the entire Con- 
gressional district. Its untiring ef- 
forts and convincing arguments 
brought victory many times to its par- 
ty candidates, and Its influehce was 
always on the side of law and order. 
I have always had a suspicion that 
Honorable W, 11. Wadsworth, George 
Thomas ot Lewis county, Newton 
Cooper, John J. Anderson ot Mont- 
gomery county, then U. S. Collector of 
Internal Revenue, and Siunnel L. 
Blaine, then U. 8. Assessor of Inter- 
nal Revenue, were largely responsU 
ble for its early support, but of that 
I have no positive knowledge. How- 
ever that may be, the fact remains 
that it was built on a sure founda- 
tion. 

Amoni; the first nepiihllcan jiapors 
establislied in Kentucky, and so far as 
I know, th(^ oldest one now in exist- 
ence, it has through fifty years been 
loyal to the citjr Ot Ite birth, honest 
and eamiet hi its endeavors for the 
good ot Om eemalmUy, and in extend- 
ing my congratulations, I also wish 
that its centennial may be celebrated 
in the due course of tlm -, with all the 
pomp and ceremony appropriate to 
sneh an oeeaiiML 

In mentioning Ur. Wadsworth's 
name I awaken recollections of my 
boyish admiration for him as a man 
and orator. He and my father were 
fast friends, through which relatione, 
I came to knoir Urn la ay boyhood, 
and as I gri«r tt yeers I seaght every 
opportunity to sit imder the sound of 
Ills voice, whether presenting a case 
in court or delivering a classic ad- 
dress. It was my great pleaanf;^ to 
aeeompeay him on • ounpiiiBlas 
toar la Uwia eeaaljr on one oeeaeloB 
whteh wu an event that hu remained 

with me as one of life's red letter 
days. An incident that o<-curr«d also 
iMBite the trip a memorable one. As 
we were driving through the autam 
end ot Itaaea eoaatjr, on a drjr aad 
dusty day, w» stopped at a targe eoan<

.lust a word further of personal his- 
tury. 1 ni^vcr know until ruceully that 
any of my uncuatora had ever Visited 
Maysville prior to (be coming of my 
father, but trom a diary kept by Dr. 
Saugraln, % pioneer Kentucky explor- 
i-r, and a published copy ol whicli has 
laiely come Into my hands, I take the 
following extracts relating to my 
great-grandfather Colonel Bphraim 
Dlulne, Commissary General of tho 
Iti^volutionary Army, which may be 
of interest to Maysville readers. 

"LcMiiBVille, Ky., May 7lh, 1788." An 
excelleiil opportunity is prcsenlod, 
anil 1 am going to avail myself of it. 
Colonel Btaine is going as far as Car- 
lisle (Carlisle, Pennsylvania, was his 
home) and I intend to travel with him, 
that is to sa.\, we shall see the whole 
of tiuimtaniie (Kentucky) together. 
Wc shall go on horseback as far as 
Limestone (Maysville) where wo shall 
wait the small boau which are to 
take us to .Monsquingome (Muskin- 
gum). ' They wore two weeks making 
the journey and we (|iiole again the 
re(oi(l of the last three days: "Of the 
Itiih. .At one o'clock we arrived at 
Lexington, the capitol of Kentucky. 
This city is not large, but it is the 
largest III I he country.

One of those 
tracts containing five tlionsand acres, 
is described as "opposite two Islands, 
betwo,, the Scioto River and unDbtn 
Creek, on the banks of the Ohio 
River." 

l''lfty years later (is:!8) Ephralm 
Illalne'a grandson, .«!amucl Lyron 
nialne, who had hecoiiie familiar with 
all the points along the river while 
engaged In flat boat trafllo between 
Pittsburg and New Orleans, ohose 
Maysville as his home. Here In 1840 
ho married Anna Coons, sister of the 
Reverend CJeorgo W. and (Miarlos H. 
Coons; here his family was raised and 
here he and his wife lie buried. 

Nearly fltty years later, hla oldest 
son, your correspondent, attracted by 
the broader life of the world, resign- 
ed the office of V. S. Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue, which ho had held 
for many years, and sought a home 
elsewhere. In Maysville he married; 
In Maysville his children were born, 
and though a new generation to whom 
he is practically a stratiger, Alls Its 
streets, he holds In iiieiiiory dear, 
fond recollections, and a loving rev- 
erence for the little City under the 
hills.
